George L. Bacon, 73, of 461 'Lake 
st., died of a heart attack at 4:30 p 
m. last Thursday near Richmond. 
He had been hunting during the day 
and collapsed as ho returned. 

Mr. Bacon and his grandson, Wil- 
liom Meyer of Antioch, had hunted 
on a Richmond farm and as the two 
were leaving the farm Meyer got 
out of the car and opened the gate. 
When he returned to the car he 
found his grandfather slumped over 
the steering wheel. Efforts of the 
Richmond Rescue squad to revive 
him failed. 

Mr. Bacon was born Jan. 26, 1883 
in Woodstock where he lived for 
five years. He lived in Ringwood 
21 years and in Antioch for the past 
47 years. 

His marriage to Lora Dodge took 
place in Ringwood in June 1907. 

Mr. Bacon was a 50-year mem-

A. M., St. Mark's Masonic lodge, 
Woodstock; Antioch Chapter 428 Or- 
der of Eastern Star, Antioch Loyal 
Order of the Moose No. 525, and the 
Railroad Mail Clerks Assn. 

After retiring as a mail clerk for 
the Soo Line Mr. Bacon became 
agent for the Travelers Insurance 
Co. and worked at the Wilton Elec- 
tric Shop. Surviving besides the 
widow are a daughter, Mrs. Lester 
Nelson, four grandchildren and 
three great grandchildren. 

Preceding him in death were a 
brother, Delbert, and two sisters, 
Mrs. Nora Bartholf and Mrs. Me- 
lissa Abendrouth.

as they remain on the ground it 
cannot 'be killed. 

The duck season is nearlng.an end 
so far as the birds are concerned. 
Dry sloughs in Wisconsin arc caus- 
ing the ducks to fly over high and 
they are hot drifting down across 
Northern Illinois as in former 
years but are. heading straight for 
the' Illinois river. j 

Oh Tuesday Mayor MoMillem and 
his party got their limit of the big 
Canadian mallards, whereas, the 
day before they saw none. This 
variety of duck is the last to leave 
Canada and only comes when snow 
covers the feed.

The following is from, a Wall Street Journal 
news column: "To tfeed 1975's bigger, more prosper- 
ous population, federal prophets say, the nation will 
need 33 per cent more livestock end livestock prod- 
ucts and 22 per cowt more crops. The experts figure 
farmers will have to produce one-third more cattle, 
two-fifths more hogs, one-fourth more milk, two- 
fifths more eggs. and chickens." 

This is good news for livestock people, as well 
as the producers of the other farm products which 
will be in stronger demand. Also, of course, it pre- 
sents a (challenge. iMeat production, particularly, 
must be planned on a long term basis. Nature (has 
her implacable laws, and you can't materially, in- 
crease livestock herds in a hurry. 

But every precedent indicates that U. S. agricul- 
ture will produce aH the steers, hogs and other meat 
animals that the country can use. They always 
ihave — and in periods whoa both total and per capita 
demand have increased sharply.

Most important of all, livestock production 
isn't subjected to government restrictions as are sub- 
sidized crops. It is conducted within the framework 
of our free enterprise system — and individual pro- 
ducers, not the bureaucrats, have the power of de- 
cision.

If the public could only know and understand 
the tax story, it would support the tax-paying private 
utility companies af every opportunity. That is the 
view of Kinsey. M. Robinson, president of the Wash- 
ington Power Company. And he went on to tell 
a part Of that story; 

The eleven private utilities operating in the four 
Northwest states of Montana, Idaho, Washington and 
Oregon pay taxes to 285 counties, 671 towns and. 
2,257 school districts, in addition to state and fed- 
eral levies. Their 1955 tax bill was over $59,000,000 
— which works out to $161,000 a day, or $6,737 an 
hour for every hour of the whole year. These taxes 
would pay for a new schdol classroom every 2Vfe 
hours if all the money were used for that purpose. 

Then Mr. Robinson drew a compelling compari- 
son. Washington 'State contains a number of Pub- 
lic Utility Districts (PUD's) which are free from 
some taxes. Last year these PUD's paid a average 
of $12.25 in taxes for each of their customers. By 
contrast, the three private utilities operating in 
Washhvgon paid $39.55 per customer — more than three 
times as much — of which federal taxes accounted 
for $22.15 and other taxes $17.40. He added: "The 
difference between the taxes paid by PUD's and the 
taxes paid by private utilities is $27.30 per customer 
and you have to remember that in many, many 
cases, Lru spite of this much higher tax burden, the 
rates of private utilities are lower than, or at least 
as low as are the rates of PUD's." 

In every part- of the country utilities are among 
the biggest and most dependable taxpayers. .Gov-, 
eminent" systems—whether . local or national in 
nature — are, by contrast, tax eaters. Which do you 
prefer?

A FREIGHTER GOES AGROUND 

A short time ago a freighter named the Seagate 
went aground on the Washington coast. And this 
led the Portland, Oregon, Journal to print an edi- 
torial highlighting some of the differences between 
U. S. Merchant ships and their foreign competitors. 

The Seagate was a Greek-owned ship and had 
a Liberian registry. She carried a crew of 28 men 
—which is about 20 fewer than an American flag 
ship of the same type would carry. Her wage levels 
were much lower. She was not insured by Lloyd's 
or American marine underwriters — because, the 
Journal says, "Those insurers of ships and cargoes 
have learned that many Liberian registered ships 
involve too much risk for normal rates." 

The Seagate also lacked navigational equipment 
of the latest type and is said to have been 80 miles 
off course. To quote the Journal once more, "Bet- 
ter navigating would cost more money — another 
reason why the cost of keeping the American mer- 
chant fleet' on the high seas is greater than for 
vessels such as the Seagate." 

That cost difference is felt, and felt heavily, in 
everything that has* to do with our merchant ma- 
rine — from building, fitting and maintaining the 
vessels to wages adn working and living conditions 
for the men who man them. This is why the Ameri- 
can government has wisely adopted laws and poli- 
cies designed to keep our flag flying on the seaways 
of the world — to serve our commerce and to Support 
the national defense.

New York, Nov. 13— Motorists in 
many states will soon be. able to 
buy insurance coverage that will 
"pay them the damages they 'are- en- 
titled to recover if they or members 
of their families are inured by un- 
insured automobiles, the National 
Bureau of Casualty Underwriters 
announced today.

A •hit-and- 
run 1 car will be regarded as an 
uninsured car, and coverage will 
apply where neither "the owner nor 
the operator of the 'hit-and-run' car 
can be ascertained. 

"Included as insureds are the 
named insured as stated in the pol- 
icy and, while residents of the same 
household, the husband or wife of 
the named insured and their rela- 
tives. Guests are also included un- 
der the coverage while occupying 
an automobile operated by the 
named insured or spouse.

Most of us farmers don't have so 
much time to spare, of course. But 
personally, I find I'm not too busy 
during the winter. And, like lots of 
fetters, I use some of my extra time in 
winter to harvest trees from my tree 
farm 1 That's a big advantage in rais- 
ing trees as a crop: you can harvest 
them when you want to.

The tree farm system, you know, 
is a movement of landowners—, 
large and small — to grow trees 
accordin' to the principles of good 
forestry and good conservation. If 
a feller owns a few acres of trees, 
and wants to raise them as a crop, 
it'll pay him to have his wood lot 
certified as a tree farm. For one 
thing, he'll get an inspection by a 
professional forester, including 
advice on growing trees and how 
| to avoid such tree-killers as disease 
and fire. He'll also have a chance to 
get information on lumber markets 
in his area. And, generally, he'll 
find it's easier to secure a bank loan 
on his wood lot if it's registered as 
a tree farm— 'cause that shows he's 
managing his land right 1

time. There is no time for decision 
in that interval. 

The days of casual and pleasure 
driving are just about over, John- 
eon declared, and the sooner we 
realize how dangerous it is to divide 
our attention between driving a car 
and looking at scenery, tuning the 
radio or looking at a road map, 
the safer our highways will be. 

There seems to be countless ways 
that drivers manage to divert their 
attention from their driving. Bas- 
ically the reasons for doing these 
dangerous things are five: 

Greater comfort — reaching over 
to adust a window, battling with a 
bee inside the car, operating elec- 
tric shaver, putting on sun glasses, 
putting on or taking off your gloves, 
slipping in or out of coat. 

Double checking details — look- 
ing for something in the glove com- 
partment, reaching for something 
in the back seat, winding dashboard 
clock, checking road map, worrying 
about roof-top loading, fretting 
about engine noises, looking for 
street signs and house numbers. 

"Safety" — cleaning inside wind- 
shield without stopping, adjusting 
rearview mirror, reaching over to 
close door, holding junior onto seat, 
watching in the rearview mirror. 

Entertainment — tuning the car 
radio, taking in scenery, amusing 
the children. 

[Personal pleasure — lighting a cig- 
arette, eating sandwiches, candy 
bars, popcorn eating, one-arm driv- 
ing.

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Firii Snow Fall Will 
Bring Danger to Children 






Before the -first snowfall arrives, 
-.rents should admonish their Chil- 
ian of the dangers of sledding on 
tZv streets, says Chas. M. Hayes, 
president of the Chicago Motor 

Club. 

Excited with Jhe advent of the 
'first snow, children ' will act im- 
pulsively when sledding, Hayes said, 
adding: 

"A -boy or girl dnt a sled is a 
crcatcr hazard and a more vulner- 
able target than a pedestrian be- 
cause it is not easy for a motorist 
^ sc e a sled coming toward his 
vehicle. Secondly, the elements 
make it difficult for a driver to stop 
his car once he does see the sledding 
youngster, who is mothing more than 
a pedestrian on a pair of runners." 

parents should strongly urge their 
children to frequent park areas or 
yards where they won't encounter 
vehicular traffic, Hayes said. 

Hitching sleds to the rear of 
autos, trucks and busses is another 
dangerous practice and can result 
in permanent injuries or 'death,- the 
Motor Club president declared. 

Sometimes there is enough ice. on 
the streets for skating, -but don't 
do it. Rinks .and supervised areas 
are the safest places for such sport. 
Children are often* wobbly on 
skates and can easily fall under a 
car. 

Snow fights are 'fun, Hayes said, 
but in the excitement of throwing 
and ducking, it is easy to run into 
traffic. (Furthermore, a hard snow- 
ball can cause painful and perma- 
nent injury. 

Parents cannot warn their chil- 
dren too often of the dangers which 
accompany snow and ice, Hayes con- 
cluded.

Postmaster Gives 

Tips for Speedier 

Christmas Delivery 



Postal patrons this coming Christ- 
mas season can speed the process- 
ing and assure quicker delivery of 
their Chritmas parcels and cards by 
availing them selves of various pos- 
tal services and free postal infor- 
mation pamphlets, Postmaster Roy 
I. Kufalk announced today. 

The services mentioned include: 

1. This year, for the first time, 
sealed parcels may be mailed at the 
third- or fourth-class postage rates 
without labels, notations, endorse- 
ments, or heiroglyphics of any kind 
authorizing the opening of the par- 
cels for postal inspection. Packages 
sealed with modern sealing ma- 
terials or even with just ' plain 
Christmas seals should carry better 
in the mail than unsealed ones. 
Strong cord should also be used. 

2. Combination Mail, which was 
used for the first time during last 
Christmas season, and which per- 
mits a mailer to enclose a letter or 
message inside a gift parcel and pay 
the appropriate postage on it plus 
the postage for the package itself. 

3. Certified Mail, also used for 
the first time in the 1955- season, 
which permits mailers to have 
proof of delivery of Christmas let- 
ters, cards or parcels having no in- 
trinsic value for a postal fee of 15 
cents plus first class postage. 

4. Registered mail which pro- 
vides greater security protection to 
letters arid parcels carrying items 
of real financial value. 

5. Special DeUvery mail which is 
given immediate delivery at the 
office of address during prescribed 
hours. 

6. Airmail and air parcel post 
which provides quick delivery of 
cards and parcels to all sections of 
the country. 

The free postal pamphlets — avail- 
able at all post offices — are en- 
titled "Packaging and Wrapping 
Parcels for Mailing" and "Domestic 
(Postage Rates and Fees." Used to 
gether, these pamphlets should 
answer practically all questions any 
Christmas mailer might have on 
fees, rates, special services and pro- 
tection of Christmas parcels im 
transit. 

Kufalk emphasized the import- 
ance of separating local and out-of- 
town mail. Free labels for that 
purpose are available at Antioch 
post office. , 



World's Best-Fed Nation Could 
Do Better, Says Dr. Parran 



UNIVERSITY PARK, PA.— 
Average nutrition, even In tho 
world's beat-fed nation, tho 
U.S.A., fa not good enough, said 
a former Surgeon General of the 
U.S. Public Health Service. Wo 
should strive for the optimum in 
nutrition, ho said, through an 
aggressive, positive, direct cam- 
paign of education. 

The speaker, Dr. Thomas Par- 
ran, urged his audience of agri- 
cultural writers to educate their 
readers in health as well as in 
farming methods. Ho was tho 
guest speaker at a recent lunch- 
eon, during the 40th annual, 
convention of tho American As- 
sociation of Agricultural College 
Editors, hold at University Park. 
More than 300 guests attended. 

Dr. Parran. who held the na- 
tion's top medical post from 1936 
to 1948, was presented by the 
Consumer Service Department of 
tho American Institute of Bak- 
ing, Chicago, which sponsored 
the luncheon. Tho event was one 
of several special observances 
marking the fifteenth anniver- 
sary of tho enrichment of bread 
with vitamins and minerals. 

Dr. Parran was instrumental 
In the adoption of bread and flour 
enrichment, and he told his lis- 
teners some of the history of the 
program and the reasons for Its 
adoption. He and Dr. M. L. "Wil- 
son, then of the Department of 
Agriculture, were members of a 
government Nutrition Committee 
formed to suggest ways In which 
the American populace could at- 
tain a better physical condition 
as part of the national defense 
effort. The two called a meeting 
in 1941 of bakers, millers, nutri- 
tion scientists, and government 
officials, at which the ground- 
work was laid for getting a vol- 
untary enrichment program un- 
derway. 

: "During the lfc yean which 
nave elapsed since 1941 a tre- 
mendous change has occurred In

tho health status of our peoplo, 1 
Dr. Parran said. "In particular, 
such nutritional deficiency dis- 
eases as beriberi and pellagra 
have almost disappeared." These 
diseases resulted from insuffi- 
cient B vitamins (now added to 
enriched bread) in tho diet. 

However, Dr. Parran said, 
much of our current knowledge 
of nutrition has not been put to 
work. There Is clear evidence of 
the effect of food intake on mood 
and morale, ability to bear chil- 
dren, formation of such defects 
as cleft palate,, and a long list of 
"degenerative", diseases of the 
heart, arteries, kidneys, liver, 
teeth and glands. 

This year is also the anniver- 
sary of the discovery of a way 
to make 'vitamin Bi in quantity 
at low cost. The discovery was 
made by Dr. R. R. Williams, then 
of Columbia University, in 1986. 
Bread and flour enrichment 
would not have been possible if 
this vitamin had not been avail- 
able In synthetic form. Dr. Par- 
ran praised Dr. Williams for his 
devotion to human welfare In 
seeking the identity of the vita- 
min and in promoting its use for 
good health.
